Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 

Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  our  District  and  upon 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1966. 

In  the  field  of  employment  busy  conditions  prevailed  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  year,  with  very  Ioyj  unemployment  registers. 

In  July  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  made  certain  adjustments 
to  the  National  economy,  and  the  effect  of  these  began  to  be  felt 
in  Rugeley  in  September. 

There  was  little  short  time  working,  but  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
totally  unemployed.  Some  of  this  was  accounted  for  by  intervals  of 
unemployment,  as  labour  moved  from  one  job  to  another. 


No  cases  arose  during  the  year,  which  required  the  use  of 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1947  for  compulsory 
removal  of  aged  and  infirm  persons  to  Institutional  care. 

Such  cases  are  becoming  less  common  as  domiciliary  services  for 
the  aged  are  now  widely  established,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  any¬ 
one  in  need  would  escape  the  notice  of  the  social  security,  welfare, 
and  health  officers,  whose  duties  cause  them  to  be  out  and  about 
on  the  district. 


The  figures  which  comprise  the  Vital  Statistics 
are  satisfactory,  both  as  compared  with  previous  years,  and  with 
the  National  average  figures. 

Births  were  up  and  deaths  were  down  on  the  previous  year,  and  the 
natural  increase  of  the  population  was  326  as  compared  with  last 
year’s  278. 

The  birth  rate  at  27.1  is  half  as  great  again  as  the  National 
average  and  this  sort  of  level  has  been  maintained  for  the  past 
four  years  now. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  below  the  National  average  figure. 

This  figure  is  most  satisfactory,  and  this  is  the  third  year  in 
succession  that  low  figures  in  this  important  index  of  public 
health  have  been  achieved  in  this  town. 

They  are  of  course,  substantially  less  than  those  prevailing  up  to 
comparatively  recently. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  was  above  the  National  average,  but  the 
total  figure  was  small,  just  13  actual  deaths. 

With  such  small  numbers  a  few  deaths  more  or  less  makes  a  large 
difference  to  the  rate.  The  deaths  in  this  group  are  of  the 
’’inevitable”  type  -  babies  born  so  prematurely  as  to  have  little 
chance  of  survival,  or  affected  with  congenital  abnormalities  which 
are  incompatible  with  life.

A  preponderance  of  the  infant  deaths  this  year  was  due  to  respira¬ 
tory  infections,  and  it  is  to  he  borne  in  mind  that  respiratory 
virus  infections  are  not  controlled  by  antibiotics  or  chemotherapy. 
Until  effective  treatments  for  such  conditions  are  developed  there 
is  not  likely  to  be  any  dramatic  improvement  in  the  mortality  rate. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  11th  year  in  succession. 


There  were  128  deaths  in  the  District,  giving  an  actual  death 
rate  of  7»75» 

These  actual  figures  are  modified  by  the  comparability  factor  to  • 
enable  comparisons  to  be  made  with  districts  with  populations  of 
different  age  and  sex  structure,  and  when  this  is  done  the  figure 
which  emerges  for  Rugeley's  comparative  mortality  rate  is  11.7* 

There  was  nothing  unusual  in  the  individual  causes  of  death. 

Nearly  half  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
vessels,  and  most  of  these  'Occurred  at  advanced  ages.  Cancer  was 
the  second  commonest  cause  of  death,  but  at  17.18fo  of  the  total, 
a  long  way  behind,  i.e.  it  caused  one  death  in  six. 

Bronchitis  was  certified  as  the  cause  of  death  in  7^81  %  of  cases 
but  many  of  these  too  were  at  advanced  ages,  when  it  may  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  decide  which  of  a  constellation  of  degenerative  changes 
actually  determines  death. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  remains  fairly  constant  from 
year  to  year  at  about 


There  was  one  isolated  case  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 
Investigation  of  contacts  failed  to  produce  evidence  of  wider 
spread. 

Five  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  one  of  which  was  confirmed 
bacteriologically. 

The  cases  occurred  sporadically  in  different  parts  of  the  Urban 
District,  and  at  different  times  of  the  year. 

There  was  no  apparent  connection  between  them. 

Measles  was  prevalent  (142  cases). 

The  cases  occurred  mostly  in  June  in  the  form  of  a  wave  which  began 
in  May  and  was  over  by  October. 

Eight  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  this  figure,  small  as  it  is,  will  be 
improved  upon  in  the  future,  as  most  children  now  receive 
immunisation  against  this  disease  early  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  and  four  established 
cases  were  transferred  into  the  district. 

However  these  additions  were  balanced  by  one  death,  one  transfer  out, 
and  by  fivej  patients  who  were  cured. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  was  46. 


Routine  checks  on  water  supplies,  and  upon  food  stuffs  were 
carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory  and  those 
on  food  showed  only  some  minor  deviations  from  required  standards. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  “built  no  houses  or 


bungalows. 

210  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


The  Annual  Report  provides  occasion  and  opportunity 
to  give  thanks  to  the  staff  for  friendly  co-operation  and  pleasant 
relationships  at  work,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Authority  for  their 
interest  and  support.
